route, 
In a Chariot of Fire. 


It was while coming out of North Chicago 
on the return trip that the gasoline automo- 


dile driven by I. R. Newcomer with F. J. 


Peterson as Observer exploded. The vehicle 
caught fire as the two occupants leaped to 
the ground. The machine was given up for 
lost almost immediately. 

The ill fated auto was in a narrow stretch 
ot round and while burning made it impossible 
‘for other. vehicles to pass it. 

Mr. Peterson and Mr. Newcomer tried to 
force the machine over to the right of the 
road, and in so doing Mr. Newcomer's hands 
were badly burned. Then the two men were 
compelled to stand by and watch the destruc- 
tion of the vehicle which had carried them 
over more than half the course in the time 
required by the club.

CRITICISM OF DR. waCavus 
BRINGS HIS RESIGNATION. 
Congregation at the First Methodist 
Church of Evanaton Is Dissatisfied 
with Sermons on Sociological and 
Kindred Subjects — Calls Them 
(“Themes Foreign to the Bible”— 
Stewards Meet and Fourteen Vote to 
Ask the Minister te Quit. 


topics which he chooses for his sermons has 
led to the resignation of Dr, William Macafee, 
pastor of the First Methodist, or university 
_church, of Evanston. Dr. Macafee isin New 
Brunswick, Canada, visiting with his brother, 
and the pulpit will not be filled until the meet- 
ing of the conference in October, 

The deliberations of the church officials 


ried en secretly, and the action of the pastor 
created a sensation in Northwestern uni- 


‘| versity and Methodist church circles. 


Dr. Macafee's theology, it is said, did not 
cause the dissatisfaction of the congregation. 


He is known as one of the foremost exponents | 


of higher criticism in the Methodist church, 
and frequently asserted the correctness of 
those teachings. This led to a widespread 
report that his resignation resulted from 
these views. 


‘Dislike Sociological: Sermons. 

Officialg of the church yesterday declared 
the congregation agreed with the pastor in 
‘his views on theology. The objection was 
raised to his discussion in the pulpit of 
themes foreign to bible teaching.” Ser- 
mons on modern thought, sociological, polit- 
ical, and industrial questions and subjects, 
such as The Pope’s Encyclical Letter,“ 
“The Ethics of the Business Man,” „ Mod- 
ern Religious Thought,” and “* Signs of the 
Times, worked havoc in the church, it is 
declared. 

The church was not satisfied with Dr. 
Macafee s sermons, said Capt. W. J. Fitch, 
a member of the board of stewards, yester- 
day. There are over a thousand people in 
the congregation, yet in spite of its strength 
the church has been running down. The 
people have been losing interest in the 
Sunday services, and the prayer meetings 
have dwindled to aimost nothing. We do 
not want a preacher to speak of literary and 
sociological questions as Dr. Macafee has 
done. e want sermons on the teachings of 
the bible and the interpretation of the words 
of Christ.“ 

Iliness of Dr. Macafee’s son,“ said Frank 
P. .Crandon, chairman of the board of 
trustees, and his own ill health prevented 
him from being as aggressive a pastor as 
the church wants. All seem to like him, but 
it was thought best by those in charge that 
he should not return. Then, too, he not 
seem anxious to come back, so there was no 
difficulty in arriving at an agreement.“ 


Fourteen Vote for Resignation. 

The resignation was delivered to Fred D. 
Raymond, secretary of the official board of 
the church, on Friday and made public yes- 
terday. In it there was no intimation of the 
motive that lay behind it. The pagtor’s 
unpopularity with his congregation came 
up at the meeting of the board of stewandis } 
two months ago. Fourteen members voted 
to ask for his resignation and four voted to 
retain him. When he was notified of this 
action he resigned. , 

Dr. Macafee’s transfer to another pulpit 
would have been made at the last meeting 
of, the Rock River erence, it is asserted, 
but for the fact that the conference met 
‘with the church of which he was pastor. 
The dissatisfaction and the evident decline 
In attendaince at the church services began 
over a year ago, but the officials decided tg 
follow a precedent by which the pastor of 
the church entertaining the congerence is 
returned for another year.

TYPHOID REACHES 
EPIDEMIC STAGE. 


Receiving Seven on Friday 
and Twelve Yes- 


IMPURE WATER BLAMED. 


Medical Institutions Through- 
out City Show Unusual 
Prevalence of the 
D ‘ 


All the features of an epidemic of typhoſd 
te ver have appeared in Chicago. In the Cook 
County hospital yesterday there were 151 
patients suffering from the disease. Seven 
patients out of a total of forty admitted on 
Friday had typhoid, and yesterday twelve 
more typhoid patients were received. 

There are eighteen cases at the Presby- 
terian,. twenty-two at the Alexian Brothers, 
and twenty at the west side hospitals, and 


city has a colony suffering from this disease, 
which is feared more than smallpox by the 
physicians, 

The — of the Desplaines street 
station was in constant use yesterday, seven 
typhoid patients being carried in it to the 
county hospital during the afternoon alone. 
During the last three days nearly thirty ty- 
phoid patients have been moved to the vari- 
ous hospitals in this one vehicle. 

The weekly reports of the health depart- 
ment show a total of sixteen deaths from 
typhoid during last week. That the number 
of fatalities is not larger is due to the fact 
that the epidemic has not been running long 
enough for the disease to have run its course. 
in the greater number of instances. The 
mortality is expected to be much heavier 
this week. 


' Attributed to Heavy Rains. 

The outbreak of typhoid is thought to be 
due to the long continued rains during May, 
June, and July. ‘Impure drinking water, pro- 
duced by the constant flushing of the sewers 
and the streets in the heavy thunder storms, 
is said to be responsible for a great number 
of cases. The old advice of boil all drinking 
water is urged by the health department 
as the best means to prevent the disease, and 
it is advised, in addition, that a careful watch 
should be kept on all uncooked foods; espe- 
| cially milk and ice. 

The sudden spread of typhoid at this séa- 
son, of the year is regarded as a baleful sign. 
The medical profession has grown to look 
for a large increase in the malady during the 
early part of September, and it sometimes 
continues as late as December. Seldom does 
it make its appearance on the first week of 
August. As yet “the Freut percentage of 
cases have been mild in their character, and 
most of the patients are recovering. 


Peculiar Feature of Disease. 

“The cases began coming in as soon as 
the heavy rains stopped,” said Dr. F. C. Har- 
ris at the County hospital. Three weeks 
ago we had only a single case now and then, 
but since that time they have been arriving 
at the rate of from five to twenty each day. 
A peculiarity of the disease seems to be that 
nearly every patient has symptoms of. dis- 
eases of the respiratory organs, such as 
bronchitis or pneumonia. We have not found 
Most of the cases 
are mild, and we have had only four or five 
deaths up to the present time. A number of 
the earlier patients are convalescent. 
Up to the present time we have been able 
to investigate the causes enough to make 
any statem as to just where the trouble 
lies, but I believe most of them are started 
by drinking impure water. The popular idea 
that typhoid fever comes from standing pools 
of stagnant water about houses is not to be 
considered in Chicago. In subiirban com- 
munities where drinking water is taken from 
wells the condition of the surface water is

Bacilli Attack Weakened Systems. 
“The constant wet weather, accompanied 
by standing water in the streets and yards 
and flooded basements, probably has given 
typhoid a good opportunity to get a start, 
for the reason that these conditions tend to

This situa- 
tion will become more complicated when a 
separate company in about a year begins 
operating its cars through the subway, 

New York forbids overhead trolley, and 
excepting where horses are still retained on 
cross town lines, the form of propulsion is 
underground electricity.

They claim ‘that, after an investigation, 
they have discovered that miners’ certificates 
are being issued contrary to law and that 
the recipients of the certificates, many of 
whom, it is alleged, never saw the inside of a. 
coal mine, are being pressed into the service 
of the coal companies. In this way it ‘is 
claimed the companies are increasing the 
number .of their employés. The new. men, 
while they may not be able to mine coal, 
can load it. The bosses can do the mining.

‘Lightning may not strike twice in the 
same place, but, if so, that place is certainly 
not Chicago. In fact, this city seems to 


| have been a center of electrical attraction 


recently, for since the first of June over 500 
bulldings have been struck by lightning. Of 
these over 400 were in July, which is be- 
leved to break all records. 


7 struck eixty-eight bulldings, twenty-eight 
on the evening of the 7th and forty after 
midnight. This, however, was far sur- 
passed by the storm of July 17, when 127 
strokes were reported. 
That these figures, startling though they 
are, do not begin to measure the number of 
times lightning struck in Chicago during 
July ig shown by the fact that they are 
taken from the record of adjusted insurance. 
losses reported to the fire insurance patrol. 
Several of the largest, agencies have not 
yet reported their July figures, and Richard 
Gillen,. the statistician of the patrol, esti- 
mates that when they are all in the total 
for the two months will be over 600, of 
which 400 will be in July. ote 

These figures represent, however, only 
lightning losses which were serious enough 
to cause a claim to be made, and allowed

Losses Surprise Companies. 

For weeks the adjusters of the insurance 
companies have been complaining of the 
number and often of the size of the lightning 
losges they were being called on to pay. 
Finally Statistician Gillen undertook to sep- 
arate these losses and was astonished to see 
how they mounted up. 
lightning losses had been reported, with 
aggregate loss to the companies of $31,782/ 
and" an ayerage loss from esch stroke 

There was one specially heavy loss of 
$12,000 in the storm of July 7, when the old 
warehouse of the American Malting com- 
pany, Fifty-first place and Leavitt street, 
was struck. No other loss ran above $1,000, 
though there were twenty of over $100. 
Omitting the $12.000 damage, the average 
loss was $36. The large majority of the 
claims were for much smaller amounts, some 
running down below $5 when only 4 few 
shingles .were ripped off or some plaster 
knocked down. 

A peculiar feature of the losses“ the fact 
that those of the storm of July 17, in addi- 
tion to. being the most numerous, were al- 
most invariably above the average in 
amount, the strokes apparently being more 
severe and doing greater damage. °

POISONING OF IOWA MAN 
MYSTERY IN DES MOINES. 


Ex-Member of the Legislature Found 
Dying at a Hotel Under Strange 
Circumstances. 


Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 2.—[(Special.]—A. M. 
Potter, formerly member of the legislature 
from Bremer county, and until last December 
president of the Iowa fraternal congress, died 
at Mercy hospital this afternoon, the victim 
of one of the most mysterious cases of poison- 
ing ever Known in Des Moines.

of the Filipinos). 

Issue Taken from Politics. 

“TI believe that President Roosevelt's at- 
titude toward the Philippine question will 
have the effect of eliminating the Philip- 
pines as a political issue for at least three or 
four years. Even those who favor inde- 
pendence cannot raise the question till that 
native legislative assembly has voiced the 
sentiments of the Filipinos on the subject 
and also demonstrated by wise and prudent 
use of the leislative powers it enjoys that 
it is fit to receive a larger grant of home

As a frienfi and admirer of the Filipinos, 
many of whom have honored me with their 

mfidence, I beg them, in the interests of 
the further political development of their 
nation, not at the outset to make their 
legislative assembly an organ for fruitless 
agitation on the subject of independence, but 
with moderation and self-restraint so to ex- 
ercise the functions delegated to them that 
the American people will deem them worthy * 
of a still larger grant of power.

Managers of Other Lines Must Meet 


the Rate on Packing House Prod- 
ucts or Suffer—Effort to Buy the In- 
dependent Company Likely, This Be- 
ing the Only Way to Make It Mais- 
tain High Schedule—Wabash Harn- 
ings Show a Decrease. :

The reduction ot the rates on packing 
house products and dressed beef from Kan- 
gas City to Chicago and the east by the Chi- 
cago Great Western has caused greater ex- 
citement in western railroad circles here than 
anything that has happened for some time. 

In order to continue paying dividends on 


the heavily watered stock the big railroad. 


systems find it necessary to keep up the rates 
on all the tmportant articles of freight to the 
highest notch, and it was more for this rea- 
son than anything else that so many of the 
independent smaller systems have been ab- 
sorbed by the big concerns. 3 

The Chicago Great Western is one of the 
few remaining independent lines between 
Chicago and the Missouri river and Chicago 
and St. Paul, and to maintain itself against 
its large and powerful competitors it has to 
make concessions to manufacturers and ship- 
pers to secure their patronage. So long as 
secret rate cutting was in vogue the Great 
Western was able to hold its own against its 
stronger rivals, but since the roads have been 
enjoined from cutting rates or paying rebates 


the Great Western has found it a bard task 
to get a fair share of the business from the

First Important Cut for Months. 

A number of Individual notices of reduc- 
tions in the rates on various articles have 
been filed during the last six months, but 
as these were all on unimportant articles 
that concerned a few lines only it caused 
no serious disturbance.

cago locally, a meeting of general traffic 
officials was held and an effort made to in- 
duce the Great Western to cancel its tariff, 
but this it declined to do. It is generally 
understood that it has made long time con- 
tracts with the packers at the reduced rates 
and cannot cancel the tariff even if it de- 
sires to do so now. . 

A meeting of executive and general traf- 
fic officials of all the mterested.lines will be 
held in this city tomorrow, when it will be 
determined what action should be taken by 
the Great Western's competitors.

Whether. or not it was I cannot state, as 
I have witnessed but two battles in :Cali- 
fornia, that between Jeffries and Ruhlin 
last November and that between Jeff and 
Fitz. I can truthfully state, though, that 
the Jeffries-Ruhlin, fight was a travesty on 
pugilism as compared with that between 
Jim and Bob on July 2. ! 

Jeff, it will be remembered, won from 
Ruhlin in: five rounds, but. there was but 
little glory in the champion's victory over 
the Akron giant other than retaining his 
title as the boss heavyweight slugger of 
the world. Jeff in his contest with Gus, 
as in that with Bob, walked into blows. In 
fact, courted them, but Ruhlin, evidently 
frightened by the mountain of brawn and 
muscle that was incessantly: creeping on 
top of him, lost heart, became discouraged, 
and as a result he kept pecking at Jeff in- 
stead of slugging, the object for which he 
entered the ring. Sue 

Jeff, ‘perceiving early in the battle that 
he had Ruhlin “ buffaloed,” invited pun- 
ishment by walking into Gus wholly un- 
guarded, took everything the timid and dis- 
couraged Akron man handed to him in the 
shape of blows, and left the ring without 


on otra slight swell- 
hich. the champion 


This, to all witnesses, Was a disgraceful 
and an unlooked for ending of a champion- 
ship battle, especially after great expecta- 
tions. It was without doubt the poorest and 
least exciting fight for the highest ring hon- 
ors that ever took place under the marquis 
of Queensberry rules, and it was so voted 
by every one that witnessed it. Still there 
was no cry of fake. It was simply treated 
as a fight in which one man so far outclassed 
‘the other the result could not have been 
otherwise. This, however, was after the 
battle, as before the men had been at it three 
minutes Gus was given a fighting chance. 

The sporting pubiic remembered his neree 
and bloody battle with Peter Maher and his 
artistic trimming of Tom Sharkey, and while 
they thought him unequal to the task of 
beating Jeffries they expected him to give 
the champion a stiff argument and go down 
to defeat with a legitimate knockout. Noth- 
‘ing of that sort happened. Instead, his fight 
was the weakest. imaginable for a heavy- 
weight championship aspirant, and as such 
it was chronicled. There were opportuni- 
tles galore to brand the batt:e as a fake, but 
no advantage was taken of them. It was 
accepted with suspicion at first, but there 
was no such hue and cry made over it by a 
supposedly well informed fight autho 
in the Jeff and Fitz affair.

the result was accomplished certainly did 
not. Fitz, instead of being a pygmy in the 
hands of a giant, was a terrorizing, punish- 
ing athlete.

MEN AND MUSIC. 

In Mr. J. A. Fuller Maitland’s recent 
book on “ English Music in the Nineteenth 
Century there is some rejoicing over the 
change which the author thinks has been 
effected in the attitude of men taward the 
musical profession. Lord Chesterfield told 
his son not to learn to play the violin. Why 
should a nobleman want to play when he 
could hire some one to play for him? Sim- 
liaely, one reads in Traill’s “Social Enz- 
zand that in the early part of the last 
century, when musical performers were in- 
vited to a party, they were separated from 
the other guests by a silk cord and were for- 
bidden to pass the barrier. : | 

Certainly there has been improvement 
since those days. The violinist is no longer 
regarded as a menial, The Anglo-Saxons 
are recovering some of the musical enthusi- 
asm they used to have in the days when 
the Elizabethan poets sang of “ the concord 
of sweet sounds and Henry Lawes wrote 
the musical setting to Comus. 

In one respect, however, music still re- 
mains under a handicap. It still aa vors of 
being a feminine accomplishment. The con- 
servatories of music in Chicago are crowded 
to the doors with women. The teachers of 
musie in the public schools are, like the 
teachers of all other subjects, women. In 
private families the pianist is the daughter. 
The son may have had just as much leisure, 
but he hasn’t learned to play. A genuine 
aptitude for music of course changes the 
case, and the young man devotes himself 
to bis instrument for a few years. Subse- 
quent reflection, however, may divert him 
from his purpose.

New Zealand has combined in a happy manner thorough respect for the 
individual rights (t the people a paternal form of government. This is par- 
ticularly evident in its labor laws relating to unions, ‘These were passed 
in 1894 and had for their object the encouragement of unions—both of em- 
ployés and employers. | 

By their authority any body of workmen not‘less than seven in number 
may register themselves as an industrial union, the effect of such registra- 
tion beitig to render the union subject to the jurisdiction of the law. 

In the same way employers from a minimum number of five or an in- 
corporated company may register themselves as an industrial association of 
employers. 

The act requires the colony to be divided into a number of districts— 
varying in size, of course, in ratio to the population—and provides that the 


industrial unions registered in such districts should nominate a board of. 


conciliation composed of equal numbers of employés and employers; the 
board then elects some impartial resident in the district to act as chairman. 
As the name implies, this body is only for purposes of conciliation, and 

its object is to effect a fair and amicable settlement of any industrial dis-

Rescued Griffin’s Crew. 

I think it was the wreck of the steamer 
Griffin in the straits of Mackinaw that came 
next. It went ashore in a gale and was 
pounding to pieces with thirty passengers 
on board when I took four of my crew and 
went out to it. I wascaptain of the schooner 
Woodbridge at the time, and there was no 
life saving station. We worked five or six 
hours before the last person had been 
brought to the shore. The citizens of Cleve- 
land gave me a gold medal. 

“The third medal I received was from 
the crew of the schooner J. I. Scammon, 
which went ashore just north of South Chi- 
cago in 1851. I was harbor master of Chi- 
cago then, and upon learning of the wreck 
I teck a lifeboat oft the steamer [linois, 
put it on a dray, and hauled it to the scene 
of the wreck. It was an awful nasty job, for 
the snow was falling and the air was chilling. 
We got ten ott of twelve men off the wreck 
after working nearly six hours. 

„Several years later, I cannot recall the 


date, I way lying at anchor, wind bound, 
near the mouth of the St. Clair river, when 
a little schooner went ashore with a crew of 
four men. They gave me a silver medal.

Watch Presented by Chicago. 


The wateh given me by the citizens of 
Chicago was for saving the remaining mem- 
bers of the crew of the schooner Merchant 
on April 27, 1854, when it went ashore on 
the outer bar of the Chicago harbor and 
went to pieces. I took three of my créw from 
the schooner Ottawa, and borrowed a life- 
boat from a steamer, and after a long strug- 
gle we saved three men. Seven other men 
were lost during the storm, some of them 
members of the crew of the wrecked vessel 
and others were captains of vessels who 
joined in trying to rescue the men. We 
had to make three trips to save the three 
men. 
“I think the narrowest escape I ever had 
was in 1853, when I jumped into the Chicago 
river to save a man who had fallen into the 
water at night. I had $400 in specie in my 
pockets, and the load nearly pulled me down | 
to the bottom. Bus got out with the man 
somehow.“ 

Capt. Napier began sailing the lakes when 
a small boy, and was captain of a vessel be- 
fore he reached his majority. His birth- 
place was Ashtabula, O., and the family con- 
tributed three boys to the ranks of the sallors 
on the lakes. One of his brothers, N. W. 
Napier, was captain of the Alpena, which 
went down with all on board on Oct. 15, 1880,

The subjective mind takes cognizance 
of its environment by means independent of 
the physical senses. It perceives: by in- 
tuition. It is the seat of the emotions, and 
the storehouse of memory.

It is that-intelli- 
gence which makes itself manifest in a

In this state many of the most wonder- 
ful feats of the ‘ subjective’ mind are per- 
formed. It sees without the use of the 


natural organs of vision and in this as in 


many other grades or degrees of the hyp- 
notic state it can be made apparently to 
leave the body, and travel to distant lands 
and bring back intelligence ofttimes of the 
most exact and truthful character. It has

even to minutest details, to read the con- 
tents of sealed envelopes and closed books. 
In short it is the ‘ subjective’ mind that 
possesses what is popularly known as the 
clairvoyant power, and the ability to ap- 
‘prehend the thoughts of others without the 
aid of the ordinary objective means of com- 
ntunication. ‘

is the Soul. 

The real distinctive difference between 
the two minds seems to consist in the fact 
that the objective mind is merely the func- 
tion of the physical brain, while the ‘ sub- 
jective’ mind is a distinct entity, pos- 
sessing independent powers and functions, 
having a mental organization of its own, and 
being capable of sustaining an existence in- 
dependently of the body. In other words, it 
is the soul.“ 

This grasped, much light is thrown on 
to the subject when we understand that the 
subjective mind (the term is used to pre- 
vent confusion) is incapable of inductive 
reasoning, and is completely under the con- 
trol of stggestion. The subjective mind 
which ‘reasons only deductively from what 
it is told (for it accepts as absolute fact.

tive mind. It should be understood that 
the power of thought transferrence—which 
not even the most sceptical scientist longer 
doubts—exists only between the subjective 
minds, and those ons are called mediums 
who can with their subjective minds read the 


spdfestive minds of others, and then, as be- 
fere said, raise them to the threshold of 
their own consciousness. The facts thus dis- 
edvered once unfolded to the objective senses 
of the listener at once are understood as 
truths. 


How Messages Are Flashed. 

The subjective mind is most active 
when the objective mind is dethroned, as in 
sleep. In the hour of death it is all para- 
mount. It reigns supreme. Is it any wonder 
then that at such a time if one should be. 
facing death by violence the unconscious 
thought and desire to acquaint those dear 
ones at home of the circumstances surround- 
ing our taking off be flashed with lightning- 
like rapidity from our subjective mind to 
that of the person or persons most interest- 
ed?

horror on the crystal sphere. It is here the 


skeptic halts, and it is here that that mys- 
terious hypnosis plays its part. In few cases 
of crystal reading can the listener see the 
scenes described by the medium; but when 
they can be seen it is because the objective 
mind is dethroned for the time being by 
hypnosis, and the subjective mind allowed 
to operate free from the trammels of the 
objective reason. 

It is a fact that few persons can see the 
visions in the crystal. This is because they 
are in doubt about them. And it is a well 
authenticated fact that failure to produce 
psychic phenomena is not only likely, but 
almost certain where doubt exists. For this 
‘subjective mind accepts as fact that 
doubt, and M can reason only deductively 
from that premise. Let the “subjective ’’ 


mind be assured of the fact, and & willlaccept . 


it with the same certainty. Thus it is that 
so much of the well known phenomena has 
been attributed by the ignorant to spiritism. 
The medium has been asked if the speaker 
is not John Smith, long since departed.“ Im-

There is not a young 
man in all Chicago, searching for a job 
today, who would bank on his honesty as an 
asset in the attempt to prove his fitness to an 
employer. 

Let such a young man go into the office 

„of a great business house, seeking a posi- 
tion on the grounds that he is honest, not 
only so far as money is concerned, but honest 
In every dealing with his fellow man, and his 
schedule will be passed over in a breath. In 
action, if not in words, the employer will say: 
O, but my dear sir, your honesty is not 
vital: we are prepared to take care of that 
through a surety company, leaving you to pay 
the tax. We are interested in knowing just 
how rapid and accurate you are in your 

: work and to know what salary you are 
expecting.’ 
Proved by Every Day Life. 
“ Print that and a thousand business men 
will go to church disputing the truth of the 
utterance, but I can prove every word of it 
in every day life in Chicago. There are ex- 
ceptions, but they are individual. I do 
not say, of course, that there are not chances 
for the honest young man, so far as an hon- 
est face may leave a pleasing impression, but 
I hold that so far as mere honesty goes 
in the scale of choice of a young man for a 
Place of responsibility in the world’s work, 
it is not even incidental. :

MACHINE TO FORECAST LIGHTNING. 


United: States weather bureau, the 
forecast, Warmer, with probable 
showers in the afternoon,“ always 
has left a good deal to the imagina- 
tion of the man who has a nervous dislike 
to Üghtning as a storm phenomenon. Many 
a person to whom the little matter of getting 
wet in a summer shower is only a joke 
would willingly go home and retire to a 
feather bed, if only he had the idea that a 
dozen sharp flashes of lightning were to ac- 
company the storm aud strike within the 
half-mile circle of which he is the center. 
For such persons the new ceraunograph, 
an instrument just to be tested by the 
meteorological service and to be established 
in the new observatory at Duluth, holds out 
a good deal of promise against nervous wear 
and tear in anticipation of a storm. For the 
cérdunograph is an instrument which de- 
tects the presence of lightning bolts any- 
where on the horizon for a radius of 100 
miles.

When you study your face in the glass : 


vou will see that the lines at the outside 
of the eyes are small ones.

Sacs Under the Eyes. 


The heavy sacs under the eyes which exist* 
in eo many cases are often due to kidney 

trouble. An unfortunate state of the kid- 

neys will nearly always show in the heavy 
sacs which appear beneath the eyes and are 

more noticeable in the morning than at night. 

These bags can, however, be due to othe! 

causes and may be the result of dissipation, 

high living, or of a constitutional tendency. 


Usually, though, the eye sacs are noticed 


with billous people and they increase with 
advancing years. There is always a remedy 
for them, but in order to prescribe the right 
remedy one must know the cause and myst be 
acquainted with the temperament ofa per- 
son. — 

A reader who does not want her name men- 
tioned writes to say that she is troubled with 
these eye saca, which are heavy and hang 
in pouches below her eyes, completely die- 
figuring them. She does not state whether 


she is of a billous temperament or if she is

Making the Mouth Pretty. 


The parentheses at the corner of the 
mouth must be taken away by rubbing 
across them. Do not follow the line of the 
wrinkle or you will only make it deeper.

HIL® styles among thieves change almost as frequently as 
other Kinds of styles, the real burglar, that is, the one who éon- 
fines himself exclusively to house breaking, clings to old prin- 
Giples, Naturally he varies from beaten paths in order tc 
meet conditions as they are changed to guard against him, but 
every new method can be readily traced to a similar one that 


succeesful if he pursued exactly the same tactics on every job, 


yet the general etndency is to swerve by a circuituous route back to the 


starting point. 

The “jimmy” is the favorite tool of the man whose business is to get 
into other people's houses and appropriate other people's property. With- 
out this handy little bar of iron the burglar would be seriously handicapped. 
But with it he can accomplish wonders. That accounts for the stereotyped 
ending to most accounts of residence robberies. They usually close by de- 


claring that “the thieves entered by forcing open a window,” and if the 


sentence were continued it would say with a jimmy.” : : 
’ Burglar fashions have changed in at least one respect. There are fewer 
entrances into residences when the members of the family are at home. 


Thieves have learned that this method involves too many chances, so they 


have improved upon old methods, In these days they usually satisfy them- 
Selves that there is no one in thé house or flat before undertaking the job. 


And it ia this class of tricks that demonstrates the serviceability of the 


“jimmy — harmiess appearing bar of iron about a foot long and tapering 
to a flat point at one end. After the burglar is reasonably certain that the 
house is deserted he selects the window or door upon which he expects to 
operate; This is usually in the rear of the bullding or hidden from view, so 
that he will not attract attention while forcing an entrance. 8 

The flat end of the “jimmy” is forced down between the frame of the 
window and the casing. The point being slightly bent yields a good pur- 
chase, and with little exertion the burglar is able to break the lock that holds 


has been in vogue for a long time. No burglar could hope to be

the window. Then with his two hands he pushes it up far enough to admit 


his body, and he is ready to begin his actual work. If interior doors hap- 
pen to be locked he again brings the jimmy" into play and forces them 
open in the same general way that he treats the window. Thus with the 


aid of this little tool he gains admission to the entire house without making 


a sound that could be heard ten feet away. 

This method cf entering houses fs the commonest one practiced by burg- 
lars. They sometimes go in direct by forcing open an outside door, but the 
principle is the same in both instances. Thieves of the cruder sort take 
more kindly to such methods than the gentlemen of the profession. 
Those belonging to the latter class have other ways of getting into houses. 


‘One of these, which is exceedingly popular, is the use of skeleton keys, but 


this method has been seriously interfered with by manufacturers, who have 
invented locks that cannot be picked in a short time. 
However, the skeleton key worker usually carries a bunch of keys that 


will fit almost any lock, and thus armed it is distressingly easy for him to 


walk up the front steps of a residence, turn the lock, and enter as though 
he belonged to the famliy. Naturally, in operations of this character it is 
necessary for the burglar to first ascertain whether any one is at home, but 
this is an obstacle easily overcome by the use of the telephone, is there is 
one in the house, or the ringing of the doorbell. If the bell is answered it 
is easy for him to trump up some excuse for calling, while if no one appears 
he considers it is safe for him to enter. There is perhaps less danger in this 
form of burglary than in any other, because the actions of the robber are 
not apt to excite the suspicions of neighbors. 

Where a lock fails to yield to skeleton keys and the door cannot be forced 
open, burglars resort to another extreme to gain admission to the property 
of their victim. With a sharp knife, usually small, so that it will make 
little noise, they cut a hole through the panel of the door within arm's 
reach cf the lork. The hole is made large enough to admit the hand and 
arm, and after it has been finished it is an easy matter to reach through 
and turn the key or manipulate the lock so 
that it no longer resists. But this plan takes 
‘me and burglars usually are in a hurry. 
so for this reason the pane! cutting game is 
hot often practiced.

Mors have discovered that few men are 
Petfectiy formed, This fact of itself would 
de so significant if they were similarly 
Seformed on both sides of their bodies, for 
M Would be a comparatively easy task to 
ien out an imperfect coat that would fit 
Bn imperfect body. But the problem that

confronts the tailor is the difficult feat of 
making half of a garment perfect and the 
other half widely apart fram established lines 
of grace and symmetry, and getting the two 
together so that they will be presentable. 

No good tailor who caters to the best class 
of trade will attempt- nowadays to make a 
suit of clothes fit the body. If he did the 


sheriff would come around before he had 


- been in business a month and close him up. 
Instead he takes the customer’s measure- 


ments, notes his physical defects, and then 
with these figures as a basis of calculation 
determines what sort of a figure the customer 
should have and builds the suit accordingly. 
If; on the contrary, the tailor would pattern 
the suit to fit the curves, shallow spots, and 


‘enlargements of the customer’s physique he 


would convert the man into a lifelong enemy. 
This is in reality an age of padding and

themselves on their appearance are forced

As a usual thing one is higher than 


shoulder which goes into a decline. This is 
attributed to the constant use of the richt 
hand, for among left handed men the left 
shoulder has been found to be similarly at- 
fected. Usually the diserepancy between the 
two shoulders Varies from half an inch toan 


inch and a half, and it is the tallor’s duty to 


strike a happy medium between the two by 
building up the lower one and using ag little 
padding as possible on the higher side. In 
this way, if the fitter has calculated cor - 
rectly, a coat is produced with shoulders ex- 


counter. 
more difficult to compete with. For instance, 
the man with extreme sloping shoulders is 
about the worst kind of a customer to fit, 


actly on a level and the public, even the man 
himself, may not know that an inch cr two of 
his right shoulder is artificial. 

While irregular shoulders are the com- 
monest physical defect that tailors en- 
there are others which are even 


because there is nothing on which the tallor 
can build without completely transforming 
and disfiguring the appémrance of the man. 
It is absolutely impassibie to obtain any of 
what tailors call effect in a garment made 
for a man with these slanting shoulders, 
The only thing that can be done is to relieve 
the appearance a bit by padding the coat 
liberally around the neck. 

Next in order in point of annoyance comes 
the man with a hollow chest. A coat, no 
matter how much care has been exercised in 


cutting and fitting, usually hangs on such a 
customer like a sack ona beanpole, And the 
saddest feature about such a cage is that the 
tailor is almost helpless. He can place a 
little padding in the chest of the coat and im- 
prove conditions a bit in this way, but at 
best it im an ineffectual improvisation and 
does not go far toward relieving the unsat- 
isfactory effect. | 
The round back is another puszler. Tailors 
attempt to rid a man of the exterior effect 
of suth a deformity by padding fhe coat 
below the shoulder blades, but thie isn't 
entirely satisfactory because the padding is 
apt to cause annoying wrinkles in the goods. 
go the man with the round back does not suc- 
ceed in hiding his deformity by the same 
methods practiced on the man with unevenly 
proportioned Shoulders. 
‘Short: necked men also cause a sigh to es- 
cape from the lips of the tailor, because with 


them there is no distinct line where the neck 
begins and the shoulders leave off. The only 
remedy for this is to cut the coat so snug 


about the neck that it will not slide up over 


the ears whén he sits down. 

But when it comes to genuine vanity the 
man with bow legs easily outclasses those 
with other deformities,.and causes his tailor 

no end of worry. There is absolutely no way 


of overcoming this physical defect so that it 


is not noticeable to the most casual ob- 


server, yet the conscientious tailor dogs his 


part and cuts trousers straight along the 
inside seam so that they form a bridge to 
the bow and appease the sensitiveness of the 
unfortunate customer. 


„We have our troubles trying to make our 


customers presentable,” said one tailor. “ If 
we made clothes to-fit the figures of most 
men we wouldn't have enough trade to keep 
one man busy. We are compelled to build 


the garments as they should be and then 
make the figure of the customer conform to 
them. And frequently this is no easy matter, 
for we encounter all sorts of physical de- 
fects. Often the customer does not know 
that his shoulders are not mates, or that one 


arm is longer than the other, or that he ts 


slightly bowlegged, or considerably: knock- 
kneed. So, If we made his clothes to fit him. 


and in conformity to all of his defects he 
would never get through roasting us. 
think I am safe in saying that not one 
man in twenty-five has shoulders that are 
mates. It ts usually the right shou:der that 
is inclined to droop, but I know of no reason 
for this unless it is that the constant use of 
the rigut hand and arm is responsible. Men, 
as a rule, are exceedingly sensitive over the 
physical defects, and for this reason a tailor
